mies did advantage moze by their malice and cruelty, then they could Have done by the vzetenſion of Alles 
ene glänce and Loyalty, matching him from the ſweet ſociety of bis deareſt conſozt, and moſt Hopeful and Roy- 
. — — from the Government of all yis 9 and People, to place him in the boſom ot the blefled Angels and Saints 
Pet when We conlider our own lols to be depꝛived by a company of traiterous paracides of ſuch a Pꝛince, of fo eminent and 
exemplary virtue and piety, with whom our Liberty, our Laws, our Religion had expired, if God in hig great mercy had not 
miraculoully reſtoꝛed them by the happy reſtitution of his Majeſty ; when we cenũder the manner of his death, to be murdered⸗ 
by his own Subjects, who had worn Allegiance to him, in his chiet City, befoze the gates ot his own Pallace, in the face of 
the Dun, in the light of his good People, who durſt not mutter whatſoever they thought, and that under a fozmality and fained 
petence of Jullice, after all the indignities and affronts imaginable, had been put upon him; And eſpecially conlideriug the 
guilt of innocent bloud, how it defilech the Land and lyeth heavy upon a whole Nation, being not to be waſhed away but by 
the bloud of them who ſhed it, God in his National Judgments oftentimes involving thole who are innocent in the eye of man 
— on 1 wg ye may ſtill juſtly do conudering that Our National ſins deſerved that he ſhould permit that deteſtable 
mmitted. | 
All thele things being duly pondered, me the Loꝛds Juffices and Council have thought fit to ſet a part, and do hereby ſet 
a part the thirtieth day of this pꝛelent month of [aouary foz a day of ſolemn Faſting and Yumiliationof Dur Selves befoze the 
Lord, at which time all his Ma jeſties Subjects of this Kingdom of lrelaad are required by Us to meet andaſſemble themſelves 
at their ſeveral Parich Churches, to joyn with their reſpective Miniſters in publick pzayers that God will be grac:oully .leaſed 
to avert his Judgments from this Nation due unto fo hozrid and bloody a crime. and to diſcover moꝛe and moze thoſe who have 
been the pꝛincipal Contrivers and Actoꝛs in that unparraleld murder, and to eſtablich and radicate his Majeſty in the juſt pol⸗ 
ſeſſion of bis Dereditary Crowns and Kingdoms ; And laftly to fozbear all bodily labour, and all trading, and to ſhut up their 
Shops fo2 that day; And we do further require all Miniſters and Curates thzoughout this Kingdom of 1:claod either digni⸗ 
taries, 02 beneficiaries, oz ſtipendaries, upon that day, at ten of the clock in the fozenoon to aſſemble their Pariſhioners, and 
to read this Pꝛoclamation to them, topzeſs nnto them the deteſtableneſs of tyis barbarous murder, which was fo much the 
moꝛe abominable by how much it was endeavoured to be covered under the cloak of Religious piety and Juſtice: And to exhoꝛt 
their ſeveral Congregations to Loyaly and Obedience, and a perfect deteſtation of thoſe ſeditious principles trom which ſo 
much Treaſon and Rebellion hath flowed, and doth and willdaily flow foz the future, unleſs ſuch dangerous tenets deſtructive 
not oneiy to piety but to all humane ſociety be purged out of the minds of men, And me hope and do expect that all his Maje⸗ 


ſties good Dubjects as they deſire to appear innocent of the guilt of that bloud will ſerioully perfozm this Our injunction.
